SENATORS OPEN THE 


CAMPAIGN IN IOWA 


Cummins and Outliver Denounce 


Tariff BHL 


Des Moines, May l l . —Ringing de­ 
nunciations of th e tariff bill and the 
men who passed it characterized the 
speeches of Senators Jo n ath an P. Dol- 
liver and 
Albert B. Cumming, who 
opened the progressive cam paign in 
iowa at the Coliseum. 
O ver 
10,000 progressives 
attended 
the mooting. 
T he m eeting followed district con­ 
ferences throughout the day at which 
steps were staken to reconstruct the 
old C um m ins organization, and to or­ 
ganize th e state by counties and pre­ 
cincts. 
Even President Taft did not escape 
th e sarcastic shafts of the t vo Iowa 
senators, while S enator Aldrich wen 
nam ed as the leader of corporate greed 
and avarice. Senator Dolliver referred 
to the president as th e "titular leader" 
of the Republican party, which meant, 
he said, "a good man surrounded by 
people who knew exactly w hat they 
w anted.”
